6. Power to relax : — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons/posis. 

7. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall afiect reservations and other concessions required lo be provided for the Scheduled castes 
and Scheduled tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time 
to time in this regard.

“(2A) No person shall be authorised to operate or 
undertake maintenance of any part or whole of 
a generating station where power is generated 
at high voltage or an extra high voltage sub-station 
unless he possesses a certificate of competency 
granted by the appropriate Government, or by 
the Department of Atomic Energy in the case of 
Atomic Power Stations.” 

(ii) In clause (a) of rule 4, for the word "college” the 
word “institution” shall be substituted. 

(iil) In clause (a) of rule 4B for the word “college" the 
word "institution" shall be substituted. 

(iv) To clause (b) of rule 4B, the following proviso 
shall be added, namely; 

"Provided that the Central Government or the State 
Government, as the case may be, may relax the 
requirements of experience m case of officers 
otherwise well qualified.” 

(v) In sub rule (1) of rule 44 for the words “English, 
Hindi and the local language of the district” the 
words “English or Hindi and the local language of 
the district and where Hindi is the local, language 
in English and Hindi" shall be substituted.

"82 ERECTION OF OR ALTERATION TO BUILD- 
INGS, STRUCTURES, FLOOD BANKS, ELEVATION OF 
ROADS, ETC.:— 

(1) If at any time subsequent to the erection ot an 
overhead line (whether covered with insulating ma- 
terial or bare), any person proposes to erect a new 
building or structure or flood bank or to raise any 
road level, or to carry out any other type of work 
whether permanent or temporary or to make In or 
upon any building or flood bank or road, any 
permanent or temporary addition or alteration, he 
and the contractor whom he employs to carry out 
the erection, addition, alteration shall, if such work, 
building, structure, flood bank, road or additions 
and alterations thereto would, during or after the 
construction result in contravention of any of the 
provisions of rules 77, 79 or 80, shall give notice 
in writing of his intention to the supplier and to 
Inspector and shall furnish thvewith a scale draw- 
ing showing the proposed building, structure, flood 
bank, road, any addition or alteration and scaffold- 
ing required during' the construction. 

(2) On receipt of the notice referred to in sub-rule (1) 
or otherwise the supplier shall without undue delay, 
send a notice to such person together with an esti- 
mate of cost of the expenditure likely to be in- 
curred to so alter the overhead line and require him 
to deposit within 14 days of its receipt with the 
supplier, the amount of the estimated cost. The 
supplier shall send a copy of such notice with the 
estimate! to the Inspector. If the person referred 
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to in sub-rule — the supplier’s estimated 

cost of alteration of the overhead fine or even the 
responsibility to pay such cost, the dispute when 
referred to the Inspector by either of the parties 
shall be decided by him. 

(3) No work upon such building, structure, flood bank, 
road and addition and alteration thereto shall be 
commenced or continued until the Inspector has 
certified that neither during nor after construction, 
the provisions of rules 77, 79 or 80 will be contra- 
vened: 

Provided that the Inspector may, If he is satisfied that 
the overhead line has been so guarded as to se- 
cure the protection of persons or property from 
injury or risk of injury, permit the work to be 
executed prior to the alteration of the line or, in 
the case of a temporary addition or alteration, with- 
out alteration of the overhead line. 

(4) On receipt of the deposit, the supplier shall, without 
undue delay alter the overhead line so as to ensure 
that it will not confravencc the provisions of rules 
77, 79 or 80 cither during or after construction. 

(5) In the absence of an agreement to the contrary bet- 

ween the patties concerned, the cost of such altera- 
tion of the overhead line laid down shall be esti- 
mated on the following basis, namely — 

(a) the cost of additional material used on the altera- 
tion giving due credit for the cost of the material 
which would be available from the existing line ; 


(b) the wages of labour employed in effeotive addi- 
tion or alteration; 

(c) supervision charges to tho extent of 15 per cent of 
the wages mentioned in item (b); and 

(d) any charges incurred by the supplier in complying 
with the provisions of section 16 of the Act in 
respect of such alterations. 

(6) Where the estimated cost of the alteration of the 
overhead line is not deposited, the supplier shall 
be considered as an aggrieved person for the pur- 
pose of this rule." 

(ix) In sub-rule (I) of rule 133, for the words and 
figures, “rule 44 and 46” the word figures “rule 46" 
shall be substituted. 


(x) After rule 140, the following shall be inserted, 
namely. “140A PENALTY FOR BREACH OF 
RULES 77, 79 OR 80.— Where a person is res- 
ponsible for any construction which is in contraven- 
tion of rules 77, 79 or 80, he and the contractor 
whom he employs shall be punishable with a fine 
which may extend to three hundred rupees and in 
case of continuing breach with a further fine which 
may extend to fifty rupees, for every day after the 
first during which such contravention has conti- 
nued.”

4. Disqualification. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a -spouse living^ has entered into or contract a marrige'with any person, shall be eligible for appointment to 
the said post: 

provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and tho other patty to the marriage and there aro othor grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this njlo. 

5. Power to relax. — Whore the Contral Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to-do, it may, by order for 
reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of tho provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

6. Saving. —Nothing in these rules shall effect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for Scheduled Castes, 
Sohedule Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time 
In this regard.

5. Power to relax: — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by orde r , for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with (he Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
in respect of any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving: — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Governmcnl from time 
to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 511.— In exorcise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession of the 
ndian Posts and Telegraphs (Telograph Traffic Supervisors) Recruitment Rules, 1968, the President hereby makes the following rules for 
the Rocruitment and Training of candidates for the cadre of Telegraph Traffic Supervisors in the Posts and Telegraphs Department 
namely: — 

1. Short title and commencement,— (1) These rules may be called the Telegraph Traffic Supervisors (Rocruitment and Traiuing) 
Rules, 1974. 

(2) They shall come into forco on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. . 

2. Classification and scale of pay.— The classification of the post and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in column 
2 and 3 of the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications. — Tho method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, qualiflea 
tions and other matters relating thereto shall be as specified in columns 4 to 12 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualifications.— No person- 

fa) who, has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post: 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5. Training and bond.— (1) The selected candidates (both direct recruits and departmental candidates) shall, before appointment, 
undergo training for such period as may be specified by the Director General of Posts and Telegraphs. 

(2) The direct recruits shall, before proceeding for training, execute a bond in such form as may be specified by the Director General 
of Posts and Telegraphs for serving the Government for a period of five years from the date of appointment. 

6. Service under Posts and Telegraphs (Territorial Army) Signal Units. — All candidates (both direct recruits and departmental 
candidates) shall, if so required, be liable to serve in the Posts and Telegraphs (Territorial Army) Signal units for periods specified in the 
Territorial Army Act, 1948 (56 of 1958) and the rules made thereunder. 

7. Power to relax — Where the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, by order and 
for reasons to be recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons, 

8. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
he Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time t° 
time in this regard.
